League-leading Lobos travel to 
Vallejo tonight to take on the Val- 
lejo Falcons in hope that they can 
continue their undefeated record 
in conference play. Our Lobos are 
now 3-0 in conference play, and 
4-1 in total action. 

Kickoff at Corbus field in Val- 
lejo is scheduled for 8 o’clock. The 
game is being played tonight be- 
caus€é a game played tomorrow 
would conflict with the Homecom- 
ing Dance. 

Coach George Porter has guided 
the Lobos to a tie for first place 
with Hartnell in the Coast Ee, 
Conference race. “We have four 
tough games to play,” he added, 
“but we will play them one at a 
time.” 

Vallejo, according to Porter, has 
a team than can surprise the better 
teams in the league. If the Falcons 
are at their best, they are very apt 
to be tough. They beat Foothill 
18-6 last week and in Porter’s view, 
“Any team that beats Foothill is 
tough.” 

There is no doubt but that the 
Falcons will depend upon their star 
halfback, Ken KeLaca, to carry the 
ball for them. Against Foothill, he 
Scored three touchdowns, for 
eighteen of the nineteen points the 
Falcons scored, 

As in every game in the past, the 
Lobos will be outweighed. The 
Falcons are heavier, but the Lobos 
have in past games proven that 
weight does not win every game. 

The Lobos hope to have the 
members who have been out with 
the flu back in shape by tonight. 
The list of weakened Lobos in- 
clude the near “unstoppable” Den- 
nis Jackson. 

One player who won’t be in the 
game is Ted Locicero. First he had 
a shoulder separation. Now he suf- 
fers from a hurt knee. 

“The Falcons, operating from a 
straight “T” formation, will be 
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tough on their own field,” says 
Porter. 

In past contests with the Fal- 
cons, the Lobos have defeated the 
northerners four times. Vallejo has 
beaten the Lobos twice and both 
teams went home with a tie in 1954. 
Last year, the Lobos won 48-14. 

Porter is reluctant to name a 
starting lineup. During the Diablo 
Valley game and throughout prac- 
tice earlier this week, many players 
who had been playing defense 
showed that they could also func- 
tion on offense. 

Two of these are Ron Locicero 
and Dave Oliver. Locicero, nor- 
mally a defensive man, scored two 
touchdowns against the Vikings. 
Oliver has run well during practice 
and “might start” said Porter. Oli- 
ver usually plays defense. 

The Lobo defense has improved 
greatly. Against Diablo, they only 
allowed one man to score and that 
was on a referee’s decision. Line 
coach Tor Spindler, called Tues- 
day’s practice, “the best showing 
the defense gave all season.”

Beat Diablo 
Valley 24-6

Despite their poorest offensive 
performance of the year, MPC’s 
Lobos put together a stubborn de- 
fense, uncovered a new offensive 
hero, and beat Diablo Valley 24-6 
last Saturday night. 


The often criticized Lobo defen- 
Sive unit saved MPC from an em- 
barassing upset at the hand of the 
Vikings. The defenders set up the 
first Lobo touchdown with a block- 
ed punt, and shut out Diablo Val- 
ley until late in the fourth quarter. 


The bright spot in the offensive 
picture was Ron Locicero, whose 
earlier activity had been restricted 


to the defensive unit. Locicero 


caught two passes, both for touch- 
downs; the first was a 38 yard play, 
and the other carried for 21 yards. 


Well into the second quarter, the 
Vikings were in a punting situation, 
with a fourth down on their own 26. 
Nick Hylton broke through and 
blocked the punt. Ted Locicero re- 
covered on the Diablo 6, and on the 
first play, Loyce Singleton slashed 
up the middle for the touchdown. 


Dennis Jackson ran for the ex- 
tra points and the Lobos led 8-0, 
with about four minutes left in the 
half. 

Early in the fourth quarter, 
Loyce Singleton ran a Viking punt 
back 47 yards to mid-field. After 
three line plays had netted the Lo- 
bos 12 yards and a first down on 
Diablo Valley’s 38, LeeRoy Guti- 
errez caught the Vikings in an eight 
man line and hit Ron Locicero, who 
was wide open on the fifteen, with 
his first touchdown pass. Walt 
Benge swept right end for the two 
point conversion and the Lobos led 
16-0. 

Diablo Valley took the kickoff 
and behind some timely passing by 
left-handed Wayne Re, drove 64 
yards in 15 plays for its only touch- 
down, with Shorum going over from 
the 1. A penalty against defensive 
standout Danny Schwartz kept the 
Viking drive moving when it seem- 
ed as if the Lobos had stopped it. 


Walt Benge returned the kickoff 
23 yards to the Lobos 43, and MPC 
started to move the ball. Dave Oli- 
ver went for 18 yards up the mid- 
dle, and the Lobos moved on the 
ground to the Viking 21. From 
there Gutierrez again found Ron 
Locicero open, and hit him with an- 
other touchdown pass. This 21 yard 
touchdown pass, with the conver- 
sion run by Oliver, gave the Lobos 
their 24-6 lead. 
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
